The main line would not be in the 
bed of the creek, but would be set up 
On pilings at a height sufficient to be 
above the high water mark of the 
creek.

status of home owners holding HOLC 
mortgages; to increase the life of the 
HOLC mortgage from 15 to 30 years; 
to reduce interest from 5 to 2% per 
cent; to eliminate deficiency judge- 
ments; and, to prevent any further 
sales of foreclosed property by the 
HOLC as well as to make retreactive 
all provisions of the Copeland-Curley 
bill to those who have already lost their 
homes through foreclosure and sale.
